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(57)Abstract: 



PURPOSE: To omit a part for connecting a capstan 
motor and a main printed board, to reduce the 
assembling man-hours and to provide a tape deck, 
which is advantageous in noises, by assembling the 
stator coil and the driving circuit of a capstan motor 
into the main printed board. 
CONSTITUTION: A capstan motor having the 
following parts is constitued. One end part of a rotary 
shaft 2 is inserted into a deck chassis 1 and 
supported with a first bearing 3. A main printed board 
4 is arranged so as to face the deck chassis. A thrust 
bearing 5 is attached to the main printed board 4 and 
supports the other end of the rotary shaft. A rotary 
magnet 6 is attached to the other end part of the 
rotary shaft. A stator coil 7 is attached to the main 
printed board so as to face the rotor magnet. 
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
